THE HISTORY OF T.E.C. BADGES 1967 - 1989

The 23rd annual meeting of T.E.C. is here bringing to mind T.E.C. badges 
past and present. Researching the history of these badges proved to be 
quite a challenge. There is no complete record available so with the 
help of Ginnie Aldridge, Frank Brazzell, Ray Dillard, Dour Fairbanks Sr., 
and Lloyd Wagaman we submit the following. If there are any errors or 
omissions in this article please let me know so it can be corrected. 

Every year after the convention exact mintage figures should be published 
in T.E.C. News to keep the record in order. 

1967 was the 1st annual convention, held in Miami Beach, August 
8-12th. The badge was designed and rolled on a silver Canadian 
quarter with a numbered reverse by (LW) Lloyd Wagaman and en¬ 
graved by the Overman Engraving Company.

OLD HOME WEEK

Glise picked up a miniature Soley coin with "Old Hone Week" of 
N.Y., dated Septenber 7, 1907. On the reverse is the Lord’s 
He asked ne if I had any information on this subject. 


I did remember "Old Hone Week" on several elongated coins as follows: 

1909 Lucky Cent listed as Lucky *-7 

1910 Lucky cent listed as Lucky $-20a 
1912 Wilmington, Del. listed as Del-wil-1 
1912 Uniontown, Pa. listed as Pen-uni-1 


After some research, I found that "Old Home Week" was a celebration 
honoring early settlers that lived in the area. 

On Jan. 11, 1865, this event in Buffalo, N.Y. was called "Ola Settlers 
Festival". Today this event would be called a convention, fair, 
carnivale, etc. 


Each day was named after some special person or event, and full of 
activities. 


The Buffalo, N.Y. event opened on Monday, September 2, 1907, (Labor 

Day) at sunrise, with a 100 gun salute. Then came the parades, free 
exhibits, 2000 pigeon release, high wire acts, chimes, concerts, 
athletic games, teas, reunions and presentations of different organ¬ 
izations, military units, clubs, societies, associations, etc. The 
day ended with fireworks. ~~ 

The days of the week were as follows: 

Sept. 2, Labor Day (Monday) 

Sept. 3, Firemen’s Day (Tuesday) 

Sept. 4, Canadian Day (Wednesday) 

Sept. 5, McKinley Day (Thursday) 

Sept. 6, Buffalo, Fraternal & Irish Day (Friday) 

Sept. 7, Children’s Day (Saturday) 

Sept. 8, Church Day (Sunday) 


“Old Home Week" in different cities and states are all basically the 
same. It’s no surprise that a coin, medal, token, literature, etc. 
of one event can lead to identification of elongated cents in our 
hobby. Where did “Old Home Week" of 1909 and 1910 take place? 

Somebody out there may have a coin, token, or literature of these 
events. It’s a common oversight for people who put out coins, etc. to 
leave out the year, place, etc. Why? Because it’s commmon knowledge 
at the time and place (of the event). However, what happens 10 years 
later when the coin appears in another state? This is common in 

wooden nickels.

14 pages of the’Buffaio" event which covers names, pictures of 
people of different communities, Directors of finance, music, sports, 
publicity, decorations, entertainment, firemen, concessions, 
historical, programs, transportation, V.I.P.’s, etc. Literature also 
contains newspaper clippings, 1865 Settlers Festival information, etc. 

lists of games, sports, religion, organ recitals, band 
concerts, city and state officials, military units, G.A.R., D.A.R. 
Societies, teachers and Christian associations. Women’s Relief Corps, 
men and women’s clubs, auto clubs, art galleries, etc. There may be 
something in this literature that may help you identify some unknown 
coin, medal, token of other hobbies.
